A’ man of little personal 
ambition, he never flinched 
from making himself un- 
popular if that was neces- 
sary to see the job through.

On Federation 
Of Malaysia 


LONDON (AP). Britain 
and Malaya iast night agreed | 
in principle to the establish- 
ment of a Federation of Ma- 
laysia. A communique issued 
here after talks between 
Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan and the Prime Minis- 
ter of Malaya, Tunku Abdul 
Rahman, said before a deci- 
sion ig taken, the views of 
the peoples of North Borneo 
and Sarawak. who would be 
expected to join the federa- 
tion, would be sought. 

The other. partner, Singa- 
pore, has already agreed in 
principle to the Federation. 
It WAS agreed that the gov- 
ernment of the future a- 
laysia Federation, would con- 
tinue to allow Britain the use 
of that major base. 

The commuique said : 
“Before coming to any final 
decision, it is necessary to as- 
certain the views of the 
peoples of North Borneo and 
Sarawak.

The commission will be 
composed of a chairman and 
four members, two nominated 
by the British Government 
and two by the Malavan Gov- 
ernment.

The men who run _ the 
Italian steel industry are de- | 
dicated, efficient technocrats.
